DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shiokawa et al. Shiokawa et al teaches valve body 20, 16 having a valve opening, shaft 
50 driven by a force generator that moves the shaft (col. 3, lines 51-63 for example) and 
magnetic bearings 70,72. It is inherent that magnetic bearings function to suspend the 
shaft by the operative forces of magnetics. In regard to claims 2-4, it is also considered 
inherent that during the movement of a magnetic component along further magnetic 
fields that are spaced apart that natural biasing of forces occur to a lesser or greater 
degree dependent on the relative positions of the magnetic fields, thus meeting the 
terms of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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A-E, G are cited as further teachings of bearing design and/or structure. Note G 
which teaches the characteristics of conventional magnetic bearings including 
suspension and variation of forces resulting in biasing affects.
